All conments will be reviewed at the 
September Board Meeting in San Diego, a final draft of 
the Constitution and By-Laws will be formulated. The 
final document will be printed in the Winter News to- 
gether with a ballot for members voting. 


I urge each member to participate by contributing a 
bit to the formation of a Constitution and By-Laws we 
can all find satisfying.

Pauk is shoun 
in the pleture at the Lest ...1f 
there are parts difgicult to un- 
stand ~ blame us... Paul writes a 
great deal better english for us 
than we could unite German for him... Thank you Paul! 


I was born August 1, 1905. In the spring of 1926, I 
built my first O-v-1 in a meissner ect, and in spring _ 
of 1926, an O-v-2 in Schnell cct. At this time I got ~ 
a job as wireless operator at the police wireless sta- 
tion at Nuremberg. There I had a 52 meter LW ant and 
could observe amateurs in the 30 and 40 meter band.... 
Soon I heard all 6 continents. From a Belgian station 
I heard the description of his transmitter and I built 
this also. I asked the Government for an amateur li- 
cense, but had no luck! So I startedwith illegal work 
and my first call was EK4VZ. My new receiver an O-v-2 
with the 2XRE 144 and RE 134 tubes, my TX a Hartley 
with 2xRE 504, about 8 - 12 watts output and an indoor 
antenna 2x 9, 50 mtrs. After the World Wireless Con- 
ference in Cairo changed prefixes, our old - EK4 - was 
changedto D4,..My call was now D4VZ, and after August 
8, 1930, we got three-letter calls, my call changed to 
DACZV...but always, my work was illegal. Yes, and on 
November 20, 1932 there came the heavy blow! All my 
things, TX and RX were confiscated! I became a pris- 
oner, but not for long! After a month I could return 
to my job. After this I again asked for a license. I 
had to wait until May 1, 1933, I got the call DAUAX, 
but the pleasure had no long duration! The political 
situation changed and all German stations lost their 
licenses on July 18, 1933. We had to wait, but then I 
got a new call - D4BDR -. Again I lost my call at May 
3, 1937. After the WW-II, I worked as SWL and again 
illegal work as - DAdVZ -. At the end of 1948, I had 
to take an examination, and on March 25, 1949, I got 
the call -- DLIES -. Since this time I work the call & 
have many pleasures!

Applicants for QCWA membership must have held 
an amateur license at least 25 years ago, and 
must at the time of applying, hold a valid 
Amateur license. It is not necessary to have 
been licensed the entire 25 years. Proof of 
eligibility must be given, Headquarters has 
a library of callbooks fromthe old times that 
can be used in most cases. A request for in- 
formation will bring a prompt return letter! 


An entry feeof $3 is charged for initial mem- 
bership, this plus dues in the amount of $14 
for three years are payable in advance with 
ones application, Life membership may be ob- 
tained for $70, plus the $3 entry fee. Time 
payment of life membership fees is available; 
three payments to be completed in one year, 
of $35, 20 and'15 respectively. Upon comple- 
tion of the payment of the fee, Life Member- 
ship Certificate and membership card is sent. 


CERTIFICATES, 

MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES, numbered in serial order, are 
issued to each member. The numbers are never re-issued, 
except to the same one to whom they were first issued, 
and then only in the event of lapsed membership. Blue 
certificates and membership cards going to regular mem- 
bers with Gold certificates and membership cards being 
issued to Life Members, In the event a certificate is 
to be replaced, a charge of $1.00 is made.
